To  the  Chairman  & Meabers  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladles  & Gentlemen, 

It  Is  my  privilege  to  submit  ray  report  on  the  health  of  the  District  for  1965. 
The  statistical  tables  which  follow  are  very  much  the  “mixture  as  before".  The  grovrth 
In  population  at  Just  under  1,000  is  about  the  same  as  In  the  previous  year,  being  less 
than  in  the  previous  decade,  and  the  birth  rate  appears  to  be  falling  from  the  previous 
pealc  In  1963-4.  The  preponderance  of  young  people  In  the  child  bearing  ages  Is 
reflected  in  the  comparability  factor  for  births  (0.83)  and  for  deaths  (1.10),  and  the 
illegitimate  births  are  less  than  half  those  which  vrould  be  expected  If  the  country 
average  applied,  pointing  to  a stable  family  life  In  the  community. 

The  opening  of  the  County  Home  for  Aged  Tersons  at  Haxby  during  the  year  has 
filled  a need  which  has  been  acutely  felt  for  many  years,  and  new  schools  and  clinics 
are  being  built  or  planned  to  fill  the  need  for  the  younger  sections  of  the  community. 

As  mentioned  In  my  last  report,  the  threat  of  boundary  adjustments  with  the 
City  of  York  has  continued  for  the  third  year  - this  uncertainty  prolonged  for  such  a 
period  cannot  but  adversely  affect  the  necessary  forward  planning  of  efficient  services.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  THE  BULMER  AREA 


The  County  Council  Is  divided  Into  ten  areas  for  day  to  day  adrainlsti-fttiuu  of  health 
services.  The  Bulmer  -xTea  is  the  largest  in  population  and  consists  of  the  four  Rural  Districts 
of  Easingwold,  Flaxton.  Thlrsk  and  Hath,  the  Area  Offices  being  at  Manor  Road,  Easingwold,  and 
shared  with  other  depai'tments  of  the  County  Council,  Welfare,  Mental  Welfare,  Children's  Department, 
Highways  and  Planning. 

Your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  holds  appointments  with  the  four  district  councils,  and 

v/lth  the  Health  and  Education  Committees  of  the  County.  There  are  two  full  time  medical  officers 

enqjloyed  largely  within  the  area.  Dr.  Eggleton  with  the  Mobile  Clinic, , and  with  some  duties  in  the 
School  Health  Service,  and  Dr,  Gov/ans  employed  mainly  in  school  work.  A number  of  general 
practitioners  are  employed  on  a sessional  basis  at  Infant  welfare  clinics,  mainly  in  the  more  rural 
parts  of  the  area  in  which  most  of  the  patients  would  be  on  their  own  lists. 

Laboratory  Facilities 

The  Public  Health  Laboratories  at  Northallerton  carry  out  examinations  of  water,  milk, 

ice  cream  and  specimens  taken  during  the  investigation  of  infectious  diseases.  A useful  facility 

provided  is  the  collection  of  specimens  from  the  Area  Office  and  district  council  office  weekly. 
Assistance  in  the  examination  of  specimens  is  occasionally  given  at  the  bacteriology  department 
at  the  County  Hospital  of  York.  With  the  advent  of  the  cervical  cytology  ser</lce  a considerable 
extra  load  will  be  placed  on  those  hospital  laboratories  which  are  able  to  carry  out  the  examination 
of  the  slides. 

Ambulance  Service 

The  area  Is  served  by  two  stations  at  Haxby  and  Thlrsk  with  co-operation  extended  to  and 
received  from  adjoining  ambulance  authorities.  The  extensive  use  of  radio  communication  has 
increased  the  efficiency  of  the  service  and  helped  to  reduce  the  ever  Increasing  cost  of  this  essential 
service. 

Child  VJelfare 

There  are  three  purpose  built  clinics  in  the  area,  at  Easingwold,  Thlrsk  and  Huntington, 
and  the  use  of  these  premises  increases.  Dentistry  is  not  available  yet  at  Huntington,  but  at  all 
centres  speech  therapy,  chiropody,  cervical  cytology,  and  at  Huntington  and  Thlrsk,  family  planning 
clinics  are  available. 

Child  welfare  clinics  are  held  at  22  centres  within  the  area,  the  mobile  clinic  attending 
at  12  of  these  centres.  In  some  of  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area  transport  is  provided  to  enable 
mothers  to  attend  at  these  centres.  The  popularity  of  these  clinics  Is  measured  by  the  number  of 

children  attending.  In  1965  no  less  than  3,753  children  under  school  age  attended  at  gone  time 
during  the  year,  and  1,131  children  born  in  1965  attended  one  or  other  of  the  clinics.  A reasonable 
variety  of  proprfetary  infant  foods  Is  sold  at  all  clinics,  and  at  the  majority  of  them  the  National 
Welfare  Foods,  In  many  cases  the  assistance  of  voluntary  helpers  is  available  to  sell  the  food  or 
otherwise  to  assist  at  the  running  of  these  clinics.  Their  help  is  greatly  appreciated  and  Indeed 
essential  if  the  present  facilities  are  to  be  maintained. 


Nursing  Gervlces 


In  the  more  rural  parts  of  the  area  generalised  duties  nurses  are  enployed.  These  nurses 
undertake  Midwifery,  Home  Nursing  and  Health  Visiting.  Where  the  population  Is  more  concentrated, 
health  visiting  Is  carried  out  by  nurses  employed  solely  in  this  field,  leaving  the  duties  of  home 
nursing  and  midwifery  to  combined  duties  nurses.  Some  difficulty  is  experienced  in  obtaining  a full 
complement  of  nurses,  and  the  further  separation  of  midwifery  and  home  nursing  in  order  to  employ  staff 
not  fully  qualified  in  both  branches  was  not  entirely  successful.  the  year  end  the  following

For  nany  years  one  has  been  vaccinating  children  of  all  ages  and  adults,  and  after  this  lapse  of  tine 
the  procedure  has  settled  down  into  a routine  one,  with  vaccination  against  polio  taking  its  place 
with  the  other  procedures.  Several  years  ago  in  my  report  I suggested  that  measles  vaccination 
would  soon  be  available  and  it  now  seems  that  vaccination  against  this  too  vrill  take  place.  As  the 
triple  vaccine  is  now  almost  entirely  used  for  primary  Imnunisaticn,  a growing  proportion  of  our  young 
population  will  be  immune  to  tetanus  also. 

It  is  hoped  that  when  teething  troubles  with  the  computer  are  overcome,  it  will  be  easier 
to  ensure  that  the  necessary  reinforcing  doses  will  be  offered  at  the  optimum  time  and  a solid  immunity 
built  up  against  all  these  diseases. 

Welfare  Foods 

The  National  Welfare  Foods  are  supplied  at  clinics  and  at  the  Health  Office.  A few  shopkeepers 
handle  them  also  on  a voluntary  basis,  but  from  time  to  time  a shopkeeper,  usually  through  falling  sales 
finds  that  it  is  not  wbrthwhlle  to  continue.  Where  no  hardship  to  mothers  Is  likely  to  arise  an  attempt 
Is  made  to  concentrate  these  sales  at  fewer  places.  Host  clinics  maintain  a good  variety  of  proprietary 
foods  and  sales  seem  continuously  to  increase. 

Domestic  Health  Service 

The  number  of  maternity  cases  helped  seems  to  decline,  possibly  due  to  the  increasing  proportion 
of  women  confined  in  hospital,  although  the  total  hours  worked  increases  from  year  to  year  in  other  cases, 
mainly  the  aged.  During  the  course  of  the  year  a number  of  cases  are  assisted  to  make  private

Chiropody 


Three  chiropodists  are  employed  part  time  at  12  centres  in  the  area.  In  some  cases  village 
halls  and  similar  places  are  used,  cind  the  service  is  not  carried  out  with  the  some  facilities  as  exist 
in  our  ovm  three  clinics.  The  service  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  in  some  cases  voluntary  efforts 
have  raised  the  cost  of  providing  a proper  chiropody  chair.  Voluntary  workers  assist  at  these  clinics 
both  vrith  clerical  work,  reception,  and  in  some  cases  by  providing  transport  for  patients. 

Core  and  after  care. 

Apparatus  and  nursing  aids  are  provided  on  loan  to  patients.  Permanent  provision  of  aids 
remains  a function  of  the  Welfare  Department. 

cases  of  tuberculosis  are  provided  with  a pint  of  milk  free  each  day  on  the  recommendation 
of  the  Chest  Physician.  A health  visitor  attends  the  chest  clinics. 

Family  Pla.nning 

Although  facilities  for  family  planning  advice  had  been  available  for  some  considerable  time 
outside  the  Bulraer  Area,  the  Family  Planning  Association  were  invited  to  make  use  of  our  new  clinics 
at  Thirsk  and  Huntington,  and  regular  sessions  commenced  at  both  places  as  follows: 

Thlrsk  - first  tvjo  Thursdays  each  month,  7 p.m.  - 8 p.m. 

Huntington  - third  and  foiu:'th  Monday  mornings  each  month. 

No  doubt  this  service  will  increase  as  other  premises  become  available  and  as  the  principle 
of  planned  parenthood  becomes  more  fully  accepted.  Cervical  cytology  for  the  early  detection  of  cancer 
of  the  cervix  made  a modest  start  at  the  Thirsk  clinics  but  had  to  be  confined  to  those  women  attending 
for  family  planning  advice.  It  was  clear  that  this  preventive  measure  would  be  required  on  a much 
vrtder  basis  and  arrangements  -were  worked  out  for  this  to  be  made  available  in  1966  to  all  women  In  the 
30-65  age  group.

A>gTU.’tL  REPORT  FOR  1965 


To  the  Chairman  & Menbers  of  the  Flaxton  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chalraan,  Ladles  & Gentlemen, 

I have  the  ixihour  to  submit  to  you  my  report  on  the  work  of  my  department  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  I965. 

The  grov/th  of  the  area  continued  although  at  a slower  rate  than  previously,  largely  due  to 
the  drying  up  of  land  suitable  for  housing  development.  182^  new  houses  were  built,  and  the 
population  increased  by  another  thousand,  giving  an  increase  of  something  like  30, x In  the  past 
ID  years.  During  this  time,  the  staff  of  my  department  has  remained  constant  in  number.  tir.  Nixon, 
v;ho  had  been  with  me  for  5 years, returned  to  the  Isle  of  Ilan,  but  we  were  fortunate  in  obtaining  the 
services  of  Mr.  Saxton,  a York  man  who  had  been  v;orking  In  Leeds.  His  knovdedge  of  the  area  and 
experience  of  the  building  industry  enabled  him  to  settle  in  more  speedily  than  would  have  been  the 
case  with  a couple te  stranger,  and  the  disturbance  v/as  not  so  great  as  it  might  have  been. 

The  public  enquiry  was  held  Into  the  Boundary  Commission’s  proposals  which  entailed  the 
transfer  of  considerable  areas  of  land  and  population  from  our  jurisdiction  to  the  City  of  York. 

The  views  of  all  the  parishes  in  the  area  vvere  sought,  and  they  were  unanimous  in  their  wish  to 
resist  the  Boundary  Commission's  proposals.  The  Council  felt  therefore  that  they  had  a duty  to 
oppose  these  proposals  and  obtained  the  services  of  Counsel  to  act  on  their  behalf.  The  preparation 
of  plans  and  evidence  consumed  a very  great  deal  of  time  which  we  could  ill  afford.  Nevertheless, 
all  the  information  required  by  Counsel  was  provided,  and  I feel  that  the  Council's  views  v;ere  ably 
presented  at  the  enquiry.  Time  will  tell  v/hether  or  not  anything  will  be  achieved,  or  whether 

the  present  Boundary  Commission  will  go  into  limbo  as  did  the  last  post-war  Boundary  Commission. 

Negotiations  v<lth  the  York  Waterworks  Conpany  for  the  transfer  of  management  of  the  six 
parishes  for  viiich  the  Council  are  still  the  statutory  water  undertakers  were  not  finalised,  and  so 
another  year  went  by  when  we  were  dependent  on  a makeshift  organisation.  We  ai'e  Indebted  to  the 
Council's  contractor  for  his  co-operation. 

Your  outdoor  staff  continued  to  operate  efficiently  and  conscientiously  during  the  year, 
although  they  v/ere  scarcely  ever  up  to  full  complement,  and  replacement  labour  v/hich  was  obtained 
was  either  unsuitable  or  found  the  jobs  not  to  their  liking.  At  the  present  time,  the  rates  of 
pay  for  labourers  on  sevjage  disposal  and  general  works  are  not  likely  to  attract  and  keep  the  better 
type  of  enployee.

the  Water  Undertaking 

In  the  six  parishes  remaining  In  the  Council's  control  continued  during  the  year,  and  speared 
to  be  approaching  finality.  We  had  therefore  to  continue  to  maintain  the  witer  undertaking  by 
contract. 

Two  schemes  to  Improve  the  pressure  at  Haxby  and  Stockton-on-Forest  were  completed  during 
the  year.  The  first  consisted  of  the  laying  of  2,151  yards  of  8"  water  main  from  the  existing 
main  at  Helmsley  Road,  Wlgglnton,  to  the  existing  main  at  the  roundabout  at  Haxby  with  an  Interlink 
at  Haxby  Moor  end.  This  appeared  to  glvei  an  Increase  In  pressure  of  10  - 12-lb.  per  sq.  In. 

In  the  village,  and  no  complaints  of  poor  pressure  were  received  during  the  year . 

The  second  consisted  of  the  laying  of  2,822  yards  of  6"  water  main  from  the  bulk  meter 
at  North  Lane,  Huntington,  along  the  Malton  Road  and  crosslands  Lane  connecting  with  the  existing 
main  In  Sandy  Lane,  Stockton-on- Forest,  at  the  junction  with  Bar  Lane.  This  woiic  was  completed 
towai-ds  tliG  end  of  the  year,  and  It  was  not  possible  to  ascertain  the  degree  of  benefit  achieved. 
There  Is  a f'lrther  proposal  to  link  the  supply  at  Murton  to  the  Stockton-on-Forest  supply,  but 
this  may  not  be  necessary  If  the  Malton  Road  main  Is  sufficient  In  Itself. 

Water  mains  are  having  to  be  laid  on  new  housing  development  under  the  guarantee  provisions 
of  the  Water  Act,  one  being  completed  at  Manor  Croft,  Wlgglnton,  during  the  year,  consisting  of 
hOO  yards  of  3"  main,  and  another  of  237  yards  of  3"  and  main  at  Westfield  Lane,  Wlgglnton. 

Only  15  properties  have  not  got  a piped  supply  of  water  In  the  house.  Two  of  these  are 

supplied  by  standpipe,  and  because  of  the  age  of  the  occupants,  the  Council  have  not  pressed  for  the 
Installation  of  a piped  supply.  Of  the  remaining  13  which  are  supplied  by  wells,  5 are  the 
subject  of  Housing  Act  Demolition  Orxlers  or  Closing  Orders  (3  of  these  being  empty),  and  all  the 
remaining  8 are  Isolated  properties  distant  from  the  public  mains. 

A small  number  of  samples  of  water’  wei'e  talten  dui’lng  the  year  for  analysis,  and  all  were 
found  to  be  satisfactory.

SEVERf^GE  AND  SEW/IGE  DISPOSAL 


No  nev;  lengths  of  public  sewer  were  laid  during  the  year,  nor  were  any  alterations 
or  extensions  carried  out  to  the  sewage  disposal  works.  Information  got  together  for 
presentation  at  the  Public  Enquiry  into  the  Boundary  Commission  proposals  showed  that  the 
treatment  works  at  Haxby  were  6C5S  overloaded,  and  those  at  Ravwliffe,  Osbaldwlck  and  Stockton- 
on-Forest  vfere  up  to  designed  capacity.  Because  of  this,  building  v/as  quite  severely 
curtailed  in  a great  part  of  the  district. 

The  land  for  the  new  works  at  Walbutts,  Strensall,  was  acquired  and  the  scheme 
approved  in  principle  by  the  Ministry,  At  the  time  of  writing,  however,  it  appears  that 
no  grants  are  likely  to  be  forthcoming  towards  the  scheme  which  is  estimated  to  cost  £^,000, 
although  it  is  provided  largely  at  the  request  of  the  Ministry  for  overspill. 

All  the  works  were  maintained  in  a satisfactory  condition  during  the  year  and 
produced  effluents  to  the  standard  required  by  the  River  Board.  Quite  serious  problems 
were  created,  hoviever,  during  times  of  heavy  rain  by  the  surcharging  of  sewers  at  Rawcliffe, 
Haxby  and  Osbaldwlck,  largely  due  to  infiltration  of  surface  v;ater,  and  your  Consulting  Engineer 
was  looking  into  the  question  of  provision  of  storm  overflows  and  other  measures  to  alleviate 
the  nuisance. 

The  following  tables  shov?  that  9U»01J5  of  the  properties  in  the  area  are  served  by  a 
modern  system  of  sevvage  disposal,  78.5Q>i  being  provided  by  the  Council,  and  discharging 

into  the  City  of  York  by  agreement.

Refuse  collection  continued  to  be  carried  out  during  the  year  by  one  conpresslon  vehicle 
and  one  fore  and  aft  tipper,  with  occasional  help  from  an  old  side  loader  and  hired  transport* 

The  conpression  vehicle  broke  down  rather  frequently  necessitating  the  use  of  more  hired  transport 
than  anticipated,  and  additional  labour  costs.  The  amount  of  overtime  worked  by  refuse  teams 
tended  to  become  rather  excessive,  and  the  Council  authorised  the  purchase  of  an  additional  vehicle 
and  replacement  for  the  fore  and  aft  tipper.  The  Council  were  considering  providing  a monthly 
refuse  collection  at  those  Isolated  properties  not  at  present  served  by  the  scheme. 

A representative  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  & Local  Government  discussed  the  tipping 
arrangements  at  Towthorpe  and  made  suggestions  for  Inprovement.  Arising  out  of  his  visit,  a big 
effort  was  made  to  make  the  tip  more  presentable  by  erecting  an  lnpregnable  chain  link  fence  and 
removing  all  accumulated  rubbish  from  the  verge  on  to  the  tip.  The  opportunity  was  taken  to  alter 
the  entrance  to  make  It  safer  for  vehicles  entering  and  leaving. 

Little  revenue  has  accrued  from  salvaged  materials.  Waste  p^er  Is  not  collected  as  the 
market  became  so  unstable  some  years  ago  and  the  price  dropped  to  such  a low  figure  that  It  became 
uneconomic  to  collect  and  bale  It.  Waste  paper  salvage  is  only  vjorthwhlle  If  the  Council  can  be 
assured  of  a regular  market  and  a guarantee  against  fluctuations  In  the  price.

Three  more  premises  were  registered  during  the  year,  all  being  new  shops  with  euployees. 

A list  Is  given  of  the  types  of  premises  which  are  registered,  and  the  number  of  persons  enployed 
in  each  category.  This  Infoxinatlon  Is  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Labour. 

Twenty  premises  were  inspected  during  196^,  and  a further  1*2  during  1965»  An  effort 
vTlll  be  made  to  give  the  remainder  an  Initial  Inspection  during  19^.  At  practically  all  the 
premises  Inspected,  minor  deficiencies  were  found,  mainly  due  to  Ignorance  of  the  requirements 
of  the  Act.  In  fact  55  defects  were  found  at  1?  premises,  and  Informal  notices  served  to  remedy. 

Lack  of  conpllance  at  one  shop  which  had  the  most  defects  resulted  In  a statutory  notice  which  was 
still  outstanding  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

One  application  for  exemption  from  the  requirement  to  provide  a washhand  basin  was  granted 
due  to  lack  of  space. 

No  accidents  were  reported  necessitating  an  employee  to  stay  off  work  for  mere  than  three  days.

The  number  of  individual  caravans  in  the  area  remained  constant  at  8,  in  addition  to  the 
site  at  Hazelbush  for  74  caravans  for  sumiuer  use  only.  Also  the  Naturlst  Club  at  Flaxton  is 
a licensed  caravan  site.  Although  the  site  at  Hazelbush  is  quite  a good  one,  it  does  not  comply 
in  all  respects  with  the  Model  Conditions,  as  the  licensee  has  been  endeavouring  for  several  years 
to  obtain  Planning  permission  for  its  use  all  the  year  round,  which  would  justify  the  expenditure 
of  a greater  amount  of  money  on  the  provision  qf  amenities.  It  would  be  an  advantage  to  have 
a permanent  site  in  the  area,  and  I think  the  Hazelbush  site  has  a lot  to  coninend  it. 


The  nuisance  caused  by  itinerant  traders  camping  on  the  grass  verge  on  the  highv/ay  continued, 
and  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  against  8 offenders.

The  demand  for  new 
houses  comes  from  older  people  whose  houses  are  too  big  for  them,  and  young  couples  on  marriage.

The  table  below  shows  the  number  of  applications  received,  the  number  of  families  rehoused,  and 
those  on  the  list  at  the  end  of  the  year,  A re-registration  was  undertaken,  and  the  figure  of  83  is 
a correct  one. 

It  has  always  been  the  Council's  policy  to  refuse  to  accept  an  application  from  a person  v4io  is 
adequately  housed,  except  a pensioner,  I feel  that  this  has  operated  somewhat  harshly  against  the  older 
fann  worker  who  may  have  lived  in  a tied  house  in  the  Council's  area  for  very  many  years.  In  the  same 
way  that  the  Council  release  a man  in  a Council  houses  from  the  requirement  to  stay  in  agricultural 
employment  after  a period  of  15  years,  something  similar  might  be  considered  for  the  man  in  a tied  cottage.

PL<\NS  & BYELAWS 

The  number  of  new  houses  completed  during  the  year,  l8i|,  was  the  loivest  since  1953.  This 

has  been  reflected  in  the  reduction  in  the  number  of  plans  deposited,  although  they  are  still  at  the 
rate  of  20  per  week.  Building  in  the  greater  part  of  the  Council's  area  has  been  virtually  stopped 
because  of  the  Inadequacy  of  the  various  sewerage  systems,  and  is  unlikely  to  increase  very  much  until 
1968.

MILK 


20  persons  are  i-oglstered  as  distributors  of  milk  in  tHe  area.  Most  have  no  dairy  premises, 
but  obtain  milk  in  bottles  from  one  of  the  two  large  establishments  in  York,  and  return  to  them  any 
unsold.  They  are  In  fact  virtually  self-employed  roundsmen. 

Only  two  complaints  were  received  during  the  year,  both  relating  to  dirty  bottles.  Both  were 
Investigated,  and  one  was  found  to  be  a condition  knovm  as  "stone",  which  is  akin  to  furring  up.  The 
dairy  in  question  made  a practice  of  destroying  bottles  so  affected,  but  one  had  been  missed.  The 
second  complaint  was  found  to  be  due  to  clean  bottles  being  stacked  upside  down  in  polythene  crates,  and 
dirt  from  the  crate  was  being  transferred  to  the  top  of  the  bottle.  The  dairyman  was  of  the  opinion 
that  the  polythene  crates,  although  quieter,  were  less  readily  cleansable  than  metal  crates.  This 
ccsaplaint  was  overcome  by  having  the  empty  bottles  capped  after  sterilisation,  the  caps  being  removed 
before  filling. 


MEAT 


There  was  a 25Eo  Increase  in  the  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in  the  area  during  the  year. 

From  the  table  It  will  be  seen  that  over  24,000  of  all  types  v^ere  Inspected.  100^  meat  inspection 
was  achieved,  although  this  meant  that  the  3 assistant  Inspectors  had  to  do  Satujrday  work  on  rota  for  a 
large  part  of  the  year.  The  amount  of  time  taken  up  by  meat  inspection  virtually  amounts  to  the  full 

time  enployment  of  one  member  of  the  department.  Fortunately,  the  charges  which  the  Council  are  now 
able  to  levy  bring  in  some  revenue,  which  amounted  during  1965  to  £923,  15.  9. 

Three  cases  of  carcases  slightly  affected  with  cysticercl  were  consigned  to  cold  store  for 
three  weeks. 

The  only  other  figures  in  the  table  which  require  some  explanation  are  the  relatively  high 
number  of  cows  and  calves  where  the  whole  carcase  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  food.  These  all  occurred 
at  the  two  slaughterhouses  in  the  area  which  deal  with  fallen  stock,  and  most  of  the  animals  slaughtered 
are  there  because  they  have  some  Injury,  illness  or  are  unthrifty.

FOOD  SHOPS 

Routine  Inspection  of  the  food  shops  and  vehicles  in  the  area  continued  diring  the  year,  some 
of  the  Inspections  being  made  in  conjunction  with  the  Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Premises  Act.  Although 
minor  difficulties  were  noted,  at  only  one  was  there  need  for  statutory  action  to  obtain  inprovements. 
Four  instances  of  unsound  food  ware  brought  to  our  notice,  three  instances  being  canned  meat  supplied  to 
Institutions  in  the  area,  and  laboratory  assistance  was  obtained  in  each  case  from  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  at  Northallerton.  The  fourth  was  with  regard  to  a piece  of  glass  inside  a jar  of  lemon  curd, 
and  this  complaint  was  taken  up  with  the  manufacturers. 

Generally  speaking,  conditions  in  food  premises  in  the  area  are  reasonably  satisfactory.

The  number  of  premises  licensed  for  the  sale  of  pre-packed  ice  cream  remained  at  56,  No  ccnplalnts 
or  problems  arose  in  connection  vilth  ice  cream,  and  conditions  generally  were  satisfactory. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  JCT,  I960 


Two  complaints  of  noise  nuisance  were  received  during  the  year,  one  In  respect  of 
noise  from  a circular  saw  at  a small  Joinery  works,  and  the  other  from  loud  speaker  equipment 
In  a social  club.  In  the  first  instance,  part  of  the  trouble  ?ias  due  to  the  doors  being  open 
during  the  summer  weather,  but  there  was  a Town  Planning  prohibition  on  the  use  of  machinery 
outside  ncrmal  working  hours,  and  this  was  pointed  out  to  the  occupant. 

The  noise  from  the  social  club  -was  more  difficult  to  deal  with,  as  It  Is  a matter 
of  opinion  whether  or  not  pop  music  Is  a nuisance.  However,  the  attention  of  the  club  was 
drawn  to  the  coinplalnts,  and  the  position  Is  being  kept  under  review. 


CLEAN  AIR  ^tCT.  1956 

The  area  Is  fortunately  relatively  free  from  smoke  except  domestic  smoke.  A certain 
amount  of  nuisance  did  arise  from  smoke  from  a Brewery  chimney  and  Brlckv/orks  chimney,  and  It 
has  been  suggested  to  the  management  of  both  premises  that  automatic  stoking  equipment  should 
be  Installed, 

The  Council  mz  notified  of  two  or  three  proposals  to  install  Industrial  boilers,  and 
the  applicants  were  advised  as  to  the  reccmmended  chimney  height  relative  to  the  output  of  the 
boiler,  and  the  locality  In  which  It  was  to  be  Installed, 


ANIMAL  BOARDING  ESTA3USHLENTS  ACT,  1963 

The  Act  requiring  the  registration  of  persons  carrying  on  business  as  boarding  kennels 
came  Into  force  during  the  year,  and  two  applications  vrere  received,  one  at  Haxby  and  one  at 
Strensall,  Thorough  Investigation  was  made  at  both  premises  vAilch  were  ultimately  registered. 


SCRiiP  METAL  DEALERS  ACT,  l%k 

This  Act  came  into  force  during  the  year,  requiring  persons  using  land  in  the  area  for  the 
storing  of  scrap  metal  to  register  with  the  Local  Authority,  Two  applications  v/ere  received, 
and  one  person  registered. 
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
